liament, and have pꝛinted and publiſhed the ſame; Therefoze all Juhabitants and others concerned are hereby required to 
take notice thereof and punctually toobſerve the ſame. And his Lo2dlhip will take care of the Complaints that ſhall be 
mad? to the Commiſſioners againſt the perſons neglecting their Duty therein, that the Nuſances may be removed and the 


Penalties ſeverely inflicted on Offenders. — | 
And his Lo2dlhip doth expect, That all manner of perſons within this City and Liberties, do in all particulars demean 


themſelves as becomes them within the bounds of Juſtice, Dobztety and good O2der , conceiving himſelf obliged in Duty, 
and foz diſcharge of his Truſt, to inflict ſuch due Puniſhment upon all Criminals and Offenders, as the nature of their Of- 
fences (hall require; and hedoth expꝛelly charge all Conſtables and other his Majeſttes Officers within this City and Liber- 
ties, and all Citizens of this City, (as they tender the good Government, Peace and WMelkare thereof) to diſcover and give 
Infoꝛmation either to his Lo2dſhip, the Court ok Aldermen, oꝛ any of his Majeſties Juſtices of the Peace Within the laid 
City, of all perſons offending and miſdemeaning themſelves, wherein they tall from time to time receive all due encourage⸗
